the question: ''What does it take to make a long-term mar- 
riage succeed?'' 

"To me, the answer is control," Ms. Rosbe said. 
"You have to control how you relate to the outside world 
and you have to control how you relate to each other. But 
I'm hoping viewers will bring their own interpretations to 
the exhibit." 

The Rosbe exhibition will open at the Marion Art 
Center on Friday, April 13 with a reception from 6:00 to 
8:00 pm. "Long-term Marriages in Marion" features 66 
couples, all friends of the artist, who have been married 
anywhere from 20 to 65 years. 

What began as a UMass Dartmouth class project 
where Ms. Rosbe did some 20 self-portraits of her and her 
husband in various outfits and poses has blossomed into a 
year-long study of married couples in Marion. 

To get these unique shots, Ms. Rosbe instructed 
her subjects not to smile, to relax and be natural in the 
setting of their living rooms. The interior spaces recall 
the nineteenth century parlors that are slightly formal. 
The living room is a place where the inhabitants receive 
guests. The viewer is invited into these spaces where 
color, composition and specific details reveal something 
of the couple's personality and lifestyle. One will notice 
many marine paintings on the walls reflecting where 
these people live and their love of all things nautical. 
Carefully framed family photos speak of children and 
grandchildren.

""If you go to any portrait gallery in London, 
they never smile," Ms. Rosbe said. "The Queen doesn't 
smile! Fm hoping to show a side of people that others 
don't see. I admire long-term marriages because they've 
gone through a lot of stages ... and with the divorce rate at 
50 percent, I admire long-term marriages even more." 

To complement the natural settings, Ms. Rosbe 
also opted to shoot all the couples' portraits in whatever 
available, natural light was present in the home, which 
adds another layer of authenticity to the fascinating pho- 
tographs. 

"It was lots of fun," Ms. Rosbe said of the experi- 
ence. "I'm going to be retiring from my law practice in 
May and I want to continue with photography. I also have 
a book, (A History of the Marion Art Center), coming out in 
June. They're having their 50th anniversary this summer." 

Ms. Rosbe has created an elegant catalogue to go 
along with the exhibition with an essay by Pamela J. War- 
ner, PhD, who was one of her teachers at the University of 
Massachusetts Dartmouth.

SEMASS Shutdown 
Fire Closes SEMASS Plant, Diverts Local 
Trash 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Members of the Rochester Fire Department with 
assistance from an estimated 150 firefighters from sur- 
rounding communities battled a smoldering blaze within 
the SEMASS/ Covanta plant which began on Saturday, 
March 31 and carried over into Sunday, April 1. Despite 
the severity of the fire, which forced the temporary shut- 
down of the Rochester refuse facility, plans are already in 
motion to both repair and reopen the plant and to divert 
the trash collected from area towns to another facility. 

According to a statement issued by SEMASS/ Co- 
vanta, the fire started within one of the SEMASS garbage 
shredders just before 7:00 pm on Saturday night, March 
31. SEMASS internal emergency responders were at the 
scene immediately and were joined shortly thereafter 
by outside first responders. Smoke from the fire spread 
through the combustion air ducts within the facility, 
which contributed to the difficulty of containing the inci- 
dent. 

Since the time of the incident, the primary focus 
was to contain the fire and work with area fire depart- 
ments, local EPA and DEP officials and the Town of 
Rochester to ensure the safety of the surrounding commu- 
nity. "We are grateful for the quick response by both our 
personnel, the fire department and local, state and federal

officials/' the statement read. "In addition, we are also 
happy to report that there have been no injuries associ- 
ated with this incident/' 

Although initial concerns were raised over the 
60 odd communities in Southeastern Massachusetts 
that send their weekly trash collections to the SEMASS 
plant — including all three tri-towns — Rochester Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera addressed these fears 
during an emergency meeting with the town's Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee (FinCom) on Monday 
night, April 2. 

"We don't know yet where all the existing trash 
will go," Mr. LaCamera said. "It's (SEMASS') responsibil- 
ity to do with it what they want to. There are rumors out

there ... (and) a couple of options are being considered. 
One is to bring it to the Carver landfill, it could (also) be 
brought to the Bourne landfill, and (SEMASS) also has 
other burn facilities in Haverhill, MA and one in Con- 
necticut.'' 

While it will take some time to repair and rebuild 
the damaged portion of the facility, Mr. LaCamera also 
noted that SEMASS officials have moved swiftly to begin 
the process, which suggests they are just as eager to re- 
open as the communities they serve. 

"They're going to have to completely replace 
the roof of that building, but that will not take months to 
do," Mr. LaCamera said. "But they don't want to make 
a commitment as to how quickly it will be done. They 
already have contractors onsite and, of course, they want 
the facility reopened as quickly as we do. I think by the 
end of next week we'll have a good feel as to how long 
it will take ... but I don't anticipate that it's going to be 
an extended period of time, which is good news because 
initially I think everyone thought two or three of those 
buildings would have to come down." 

Mr. LaCamera also wanted to assure residents 
living near SEMASS that both the state Department of En- 
vironmental Protection (DEP) and federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) have been onsite to monitor the 
situation. 

"Just so people know, the EPA and the DEP mon- 
itored the smoke during the fire and there was absolutely

assessment which had been charged to the town by the 
MBTA for transportation. Since the MBTA does not pro- 
vide any public transportation service within Rochester, 
the town can recoup these monies.

Marion Water/Sewer Hearing 

April 3, 2007 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

An estimated 120 residents filed into the Sippi- 
can School auditorium in Marion for the continuation of 
a Public Hearing on the proposed increase in the towns' 
Water /Sewer Rates on Tuesday, April 3 at 7:00 pm. 

After apologizing for getting things off to a 
"rocky start'' at the Board of Selectmen's meeting held 
two weeks prior. Selectmen Chairman Andrew Jeffrey 
noted they probably should have done a better job in get- 
ting the word out to residents about the inevitable water/ 
sewer rate hike. 

'A lot of people have talked to me and inferred 
that nobody told them this would ever happen," Select- 
man Jeffrey said. "But I know the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) did mention a potential increase in (the rates) in 
the handout at last year's Annual Town Meeting." 

Selectman Jeffrey also noted that with all the on- 
going water/ sewer projects that the town has undertaken 

— all of which were approved by Town Meeting voters 

— and the cutback in water/ sewer usage in anticipation 
of the coming rate increase, they needed to recoup these 
costs. 

"Between the projects and the conservation that 
many in this room have done, we need to increase the 
rates," Mr. Jeffrey said. 

"In the fall we're going to have another meeting 
that's going to focus on the plans and what we've already 
done," he added. 

"Tonight, what we're hoping to do is share 
with you all the reasons why we feel these increases are 
needed," said Town Administrator Paul Dawson. "There 
are two basic issues at the root of our need to raise rates: 
one, the tremendous amount of debt incurred (for recent)

water/ sewer projects and, two, a 9.5 percent decrease 
in the town's use of water. This combined debt increase 
and water use decrease will account for a projected $1.1 
million shortfall (in this year's Water /Sewer Enterprise 
Fund)." 

According to Mr. Dawson, this increased debt, 
coupled with a decrease in water usage, only escalates 
when you factor in the age of the town's water /sewer 
infrastructure (100 years or better), the fact that the water 
rates haven't been raised since 1992, and the previously- 
approved projects totaling some $25.7 million. Among 
them: the cost of the new Sewer Plant ($13.9 million ap- 
proved 2000-2002); various Sewer System upgrades ($2 
million approved in 2002); Marion's share in the Matta-

poisett River Valley Water District's Treatment Plant ($2.5 
million approved in 2004); upgrades to the water storage 
and transmission systems ($3.5 million approved 2002- 
2004); and upgrades to the water distribution system ($3.8 
million approved in 2006). 

As previously cited, based on a typical Marion 
household with 2.5 people who consume some 6,250 
cubic feet of water per year, their current water bill would 
increase from a combined total of $744.38 to $1,245.26 per 
year. 

''Over the past several weeks, many of you have 
had the opportunity to talk to me about this issue," Mr. 
Dawson said. "Each of you, individually and collectively, 
have provided me a great amount of information and 
have given me a better historical perspective on this mat- 
ter." 

When the floor was opened for public input, 
residents remained decidedly heated about the proposed 
rate hike and pulled no punches in making their feelings 
known. 

"I think we all got a wake-up call over the last few 
years," said Joseph Zora Jr. "We've been very generous 
and suddenly we get a major increase. My biggest fear is 
for my neighbors, my family, and my friends. There are 
people who have been on fixed incomes for years ... we're 
not the middle class anymore, we're the working poor. If 
you look at the debt here, it's almost $26 million. There 
are 2,700 customers for water. They say there hasn't been

an increase since 1992, but we've been paying for that (all 
along). If we had gone up 5.5 percent every year, then 
maybe some of that other stuff wouldn't have passed. 
This school was too big when we built it ... infrastructure 
is no good if you can't live here. I don't know who's pull- 
ing the strings here and what agendas are in place, but we 
know now. We've got to slow down and think about the 
people." 

"I'm 31 years old, I'm on a fixed income, but I 
agree with Mr. Zora," said resident Sarah Briggs. "I don't 
understand why we have to have a 70 percent increase in 
water when this started back in 2002. You're just pushing 
people like myself and my daughter out of town. I don't 
think it's fair, that's just my opinion." 

"I don't think we can argue what the costs are ... 
and I don't think you can argue over who didn't catch 
it in time," said Chris Collings. "I think it's fine to say 
we have these costs and this is what it's going to take to 
pump the water and run these lines ... but another way 
to think of it is to share that cost among all (residents). I 
don't like what's being proposed here and I don't think 
it's a good answer. Whether (these projects were) voted 
on or not doesn't really matter. I think you need to come 
back and offer some (different) options. You also sug- 
gest that we're seeing a rate hike because of a decrease in 
water use ... so if we all leave here tonight and turn on our 
tap we'd probably all get a break." 

"I'm a family of four and a half," said Mike

Fve lived all over the country ... including Phoenix, 
Arizona — in the middle of the desert. I called some 
family members back there and they are paying four- 
and-a-half times less than what we are here. We're paying 
more for water here in Marion, Massachusetts and we're 
surrounded by it! If you have a revenue problem, you 
should also encourage people to use (your service). I've 
lived all over the country and this is the only place where 
you can't have dual meters. I don't understand that." 

"I think there's got to be other options and we're 
not hearing them," said Vin Malkoski. 

If the town was concerned about a decrease in 
water usage, resident Carrie Jacobsen wanted to know 
why they still had water restrictions in place. 

"The reason we have water restrictions is to 
conserve our water supply," said Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora. "The restrictions 
are mainly in place for fire protection safety reasons right 
now, which is why we can't lift them. We cannot lift the 
water restrictions right now because during the summer 
... everyone is watering and we need to have additional 
capacity for fire protection, especially in the village. Be- 
lieve me, I'd love for you to use all the water you could ... 
but we'd be putting the village in jeopardy for fire protec- 
tion."

ects, Joseph Zora Sr. felt many of these should have been 
diverted. ''Some of the projects that are going up can be 
held for a year or two/' he said. 

Resident Charles Bradley also criticized locating 
the new water tank from its original location along Route 
6 to further down on Benson Brook Road. "I think it cost 
us about $1 million to move the new water tower from 
Route 6 down to Benson Brook Road ... and nobody said 
anything about it/' he said. "It seems the more we con- 
serve, the more it's going to cost us." 

"I remember well about the placement of the wa- 
ter tower and the Water Committee recommended it be 
placed on Route 6, but that was overriden by Town Meet- 
ing/' said Don Torres. "At the time, we indicated it was 
going to cost a lot more money, but that's what people 
wanted and that's what people got." 

"From listening to everything I've heard here 
tonight, if these rates go through your water department 
is going to go bankrupt," said Jerry Shea. "Because people 
are going to put wells in their yard, (and) they're going 
to conserve more water. If these rates go through, in my 
opinion, we'll be back here in no time at all for another 
rate increase." 

Resident Jay Ryder also questioned why Marion 
didn't allow residents to install a second meter to gauge 
water being used for outside use (irrigation, etc.) and sim- 
ply charged a best-guess esimate based on the "water in, 
water out" principle. "The Town of Mattapoisett has had

a successful program in place where they use a second 
meter for irrigation purposes/' he said. ''Legally, Fm not 
sure (Marion) can charge for sewer service that isn't being 
used." 

"I'd like to comment on the suggestion that these 
rates have just suddenly come up," said Selectman Roger 
Blanchette. "As you know we just recently hired a new 
Town Administrator. During the previous year our Town 
House was pretty much a boondoggle ... and things that 
should have been done, weren't. I also can say that hear- 
ing about Mattapoisett allowing the dual meters, (the 
Water / Sewer Commissioners) will look at it and I think 
it's something we can do."

what level of burden we're putting on the taxpayer/' said 
Tom Magauran. "It seems to me everything we're doing 
is resulting in what some people have referred to as the 
'Nantucketization' of Marion. I love Marion ... I don't 
want to live in Nantucket."

would probably require the most lead time to fix. They 
did lose their controlling facility where they have all their 
computers. They are pretty confident this can be replaced, 
because it will just require software (updates) and they 
are going to set up laptops in a trailer (for now) while that 
building is repaired.'' 

Mr. LaCamera said he was told most of the dam- 
age at SEMASS was incurred at the tipping facility where 
refuse is initially received. 

"The problem is, they don't know if there's been 
steel (or) structural damage to the building or not," he 
said. "They're going to have to completely replace the 
roof of that building, but that will not take months to 
do. But they don't want to make a commitment as to 
how quickly it will be done (either). I'm going back there 
Thursday at 1:00 pm to get an update as to where they are 
and what the plan is going to be." 

But Mr. LaCamera said it was encouraging to 
note they were working very quickly to return the facility 
to normal operations as soon as possible. 

"They already have contractors onsite and, of 
course, they want the facility reopened as quickly as we 
do," he said. "So, that's kind of where we are with the fa- 
cility itself. The conveyors are okay ... the belts themselves 
need to be replaced. The shredders are okay as well, but 
all the electrical work within the buildings needs to be re- 
placed. I think by the end of next week we'll have a good 
feel as to how long it will take ... but I don't anticipate that

it's going to be an extended period of time, which is good 
news because initially I think everyone thought two or 
three of those buildings would have to come down/' 

Mr. LaCamera said he's meeting with the town's 
insurance carrier later this week to determine if and when 
they can file a claim against the temporary shutdown of 
the SEMASS facility. 

"Basically it's a 15-day waiting period," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "Our insurance policy is $2.4 million for a 
12-month period, but there's a $100,000 deductible. Just so 
you know, we've been averaging $277,000 a month from 
SEMASS in fees, which is almost $3.2 million (a year). 
Through the end of March, we have already met our fiscal 
receipt (from SEMASS) for 2007." 

Mr. LaCamera said the town's insurance coverage 
would allow them to recoup the average monthly pay- 
ment from SEMASS during the facility's downtime once 
the policy kicks in. The insurance company only needs to 
know how long SEMASS anticipates the shutdown will 
last. 

As for where the trash collected from local com- 
munities will be diverted in the meantime, Mr. LaCamera 
said it remains SEMASS' responsibility to find an alter- 
nate solution. 

"We don't know yet where all the existing trash 
will go to," he said. "It's their responsibility to do with 
it what they want to. There are rumors out there about 
where all the trash will go. There are a couple of options

being considered. One is to bring it to the Carver land- 
fill, it could (also) be brought to the Bourne landfill, and 
(SEMASS) also has other burn facilities in Haverhill, MA 
and one in Connecticut. Depending on what happens will 
determine what our tipping fee is during this (interim) 
period. It depends on where they're taking it.'' 

Mr. LaCamera noted as long as the facility isn't 
shutdown for an extended period of time, the town 
should be okay. If it does remain closed for a longer 
interim, it will adversely affect the town's financial situa- 
tion. 

Lastly, he wanted to assure residents living near 
SEMASS that both the state Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) and federal Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) have been onsite to monitor the situation. 

"Just so people know, the EPA and the DEP mon- 
itored the smoke during the fire and there was absolutely 
no toxic situation with any of that smoke," he said. "I 
know some of the newspapers have offered a mixed bag 
as to what was being reported. We received a report from 
the EPA and there is no problem with any toxic fumes ... 
from the fire." 

The cause of the fire remains under investigation, 
although Mr. LaCamera said they did suspect a propane 
tank was the source of the explosion. 

"A representative from SEMASS said at the press 
conference on Sunday that (the fire) might have been 
caused by a propane tank, but they don't know for sure,"

To the Editor: 

Last week's local papers, on Thursday March 29, car- 
ried a letter by Dr. Richard Kemp et al of the Marion Finance 
Committee endorsing the concept of an appointed Treasurer/ 
Collector for Marion, a position heretofore an elected one. 

One reason given for appointing this person was that 
the position was of such (admitted) importance that it could 
not be left to election (i.e. by the voting public, the people) of a 
local who was inexperienced. It does not follow, of course, that 
an elected Treasurer/ Collector need be local or inexperienced. 
Ironically, it probably does describe the most recent elected oc- 
cupant of the job when she first began it, then learned on the job 
and did it admirably for years before leaving. 

Conversely, a senior official recently-departed, an out- 
sider so to speak, was appointed by a recent Board of Selectmen, 
created controversy, quit, and was paid a ''ransom'' when he 
left by those Selectmen. His departure was not grieved by most 
— I'd venture to say. 

Dr. Kemp acknowledges a concern in the community 
that the Treasurer/ Collector be answerable to the voters. He 
suggests that this can occur through the proxy of the Selectmen. 
I don't believe the voters would agree. He appears to be over-

Blades of Glory. Starring Will Ferrell and Jon Heder. Directed 
by Josh Gordon and Will Speck. Running time: 93 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Whether playing an anchorman, a stock-car racer, or now, in Blades 
of Glory, an ice skater. Will Ferrell is as imperturbable as a five-year-old 
happily lost in his own fantasy kingdom. He's the best, he's the star — and 
yet his soft-bellied schlumpiness only enhances his manic self-regard. 
In Blades of Glory, Ferrell is the ridiculously named Chazz Michael 
Michaels, a long-haired rock star on the ice, humping the air in time to 
various power ballads. An admitted sex addict, Chazz turns everything he 
does into sex, and the crowd loves him. The sight of Ferrell's body poured 
into a skater's skin-tight duds is a visual joke, but it's also the triumph of 
the average man's will to be dazzling despite his physical foibles. 

Chazz and rival skater Jimmy MacElroy (Jon Heder) get themselves 
in trouble with the Skating Federation, which bans them from male 
single skating for life. As it happens, a loophole allows them to re-enter 
competition as a pair, and though they despise each other, they learn to 
work together. This aspect of Blades of Glory is tired, especially since 
the antagonists seem to warm to each other when we're not looking; at 
midpoint, Chazz refers to Jimmy as "my friend," though they haven't 
seemed very friendly — they're more like roommates passing the time 
with small talk. 

Blades of Glory could 've used a bit more of Will Arnett and Amy 
Poehler as the Van Waldenbergs, a flashy brother- sister team (the actors 
are married in real life) plotting to cheat Chazz and Jimmy out of the gold 
medal. Arnett, with his rumbly, insinuating voice and almost-handsome 
looks, and the mad pixie Poehler, never more dangerous than when she's 
smiling, make the perfect debauched prince and princess of a sport the 
movie clearly sees as cut-throat. Nobody onscreen is pure of heart except 
for naive Jimmy and his new girlfriend, sweet little Katie (Jenna Fischer), 
sent by her siblings the Van Waldenbergs to spy on our heroes. One of 
the four screenwriters came up with a neat way for Jimmy to express his 
love for Katie, by taking her out for sno-cones — Jimmy is so at home 
on ice he eats it. 





Overall it's a painless if unremarkable night out, lifted considerably 
by the over-the-top skating sequences. It looks as though Ferrell's and 
Heder 's features have been digitally mapped onto stunt skaters whenever 
possible, so you get the benefit of the actors' expressions and the skaters' 
physical expressiveness. The chunky, hypercharged Ferrell and the lithe, 
slightly zonked Heder are like Ralph Kramden and Ed Norton on ice, and 
the costumes are suitably glittery and nutty and, well, gay. The movie 
gets a lot of mileage out of two heterosexual men going through highly 
homoerotic gyrations, a surefire gag in many recent hit comedies from 
Borat to 300. 

Some bits, like Heder eating reams of toilet paper or an overextended 
chase between Ferrell and Arnett on skates (it continues, awkwardly, even 
off the ice), aren't very inspired. A lot of Blades of Glory feels like pad- 
ding between the skating events, though the outcome of an early North 
Korean attempt at the hazardous maneuver the Iron Lotus is hilariously 
ghoulish, and Jenna Fischer enjoys a small triumph when she reads the 
last fine of a phone conversation with the perfect note of distracted incom- 
prehension. There are some small pleasures between the bigger pleasures 
of the ice, but not enough of them. Blades of Glory might' ve been better 
off as a Christopher Guest-style mockumentary; who wouldn't want to 
watch Parker Posey neurotically swanning around in a peacock costume 
while Fred Willard offered clueless commentary and coach Eugene Levy 
shouted well-meaning but disastrous encouragement?

There's something to be admired about those charitable 
friends who are always more than willing to step up to the 
plate and offer help when needed. 

But unless they are a Certified Public Accountant 
(CPA) or financial whiz, would you ask those same friends 
to suddenly take over your money affairs or attempt to bal- 
ance your checkbook! 

I preface the following with this rhetorical question 
because, on a personal level, I have always respected and 
admired the years of service that Naida Parker has given to 
the Town of Rochester. As longtime Town Clerk and former 
Selectman, Ms. Parker has always kept the best interest of 
the town at heart, and I firmly believe she meant well when 
she reluctantly ran for the open position of Town Treasurer 
when no one else opted to take out nomination papers. 

That being said, I'm at a loss as to why Ms. Parker 
would continue fumbling her way through a job she herself 
has admitted she wasn't qualified to do. 

Everyone admits mistakes have been made. Everyone 
seems to agree that these mistakes are costing the town pre- 
cious time and may adversely affect both state and federal 
aid — not to mention, wreaking havoc with the town's cash 
flow and creating a bookkeeping nightmare for auditors 
and department heads alike. 

And yet it seems to remain a battle of wills between 
Ms. Parker and the Board of Selectmen ... or, more to the 
point, their figurehead in the person of recently-hired Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

Sadly, to me it's more akin to watching a once harmo- 
nious couple fighting over custody of the children ... only 
in this case the children are 4,800 or so Rochester residents 
and neither parent is willing to give up the fight. 

This whole quandary stems back to last year's Annual 
Town Meeting when voters agreed to place a question on 
the Wednesday, April 11 Annual Town Election ballot to 
change the Town Treasurer's position from elected to ap- 
pointed. While I understand and respect those who jump 
on their soapbox to immediately state their Declaration for 
Democracy and how the voters should retain control over 
electing such positions, I also have to wonder what's really 
in the best interest of the Town of Rochester. 

And, as I've previously stated in this column, my own 
personal lack of qualifications in the numbers arena really

makes me appreciate and value those who are experienced 
and skilled with such things all the more. 

As such, if a good friend called me tomorrow and 
begged me to come over and review their financial records 
because their accountant just quit, I'd have to politely de- 
cline and suggest they seek out someone qualified to do 
the job. I might be compelled to help them ... by offering 
a few recommendations, maybe. But I certainly wouldn't 
even attempt to dive in, headfirst, knowing how clueless 
I am about anything that falls between a dollar sign and a 
decimal point. 

I also think Rochester, like her sister towns of Mat- 
tapoisett and Marion, has reached a critical point where 
it can no longer continue to function as a "good ol' boy" 
rural farming community where people strike deals via 
handshakes and a promise, and everyone gets their own 
"credit account" at the local variety store, scribbled on the 
back of a piece of cardboard torn off a carton of cigarettes. 
With more stringent requirements to recoup all the money 
it contributes to state and federal coffers, there's really no 
acceptable margin of error anymore ... even if those errors 
are backed by the best of intentions. 

And that's really what this comes down to. No one is 
here to point the big finger of blame at Naida Parker for 
her inability to immediately take up a job she was never 
trained to do. In fact, she should be applauded for giving it 
a sincere, concerted effort. But when you look over the past 
year and how little progress has been made to reconcile the 
town's financial records, someone needs to stop the bleed- 
ing before it gets worse. 

That means one of two things: either the doctor per- 
forming the operation needs to voluntarily step away from 
the patient and let someone more skilled take over, or the 
hospital's Board of Directors needs to change the way it 
hires its surgeons. 

We're all familiar with the phrase "this isn't brain 
surgery." Well, sometimes it is, and I think we'd all want 
nothing less than a skilled, experienced specialist poking 
around inside our skulls. 

I suggest Dr. Parker has done all she can to save an ail- 
ing Rochester, and the voters going to the polls on April 1 1 
now need to bring in a specialist to revive the patient and 
finish the job.
